Not  one  Universalist  aanonr  seveml  thoutond 
convicts,  and  yet  Universalisni  leads  to  all  manner 
of  crime — is  of  immoral  tendency !  Who  will  be¬ 
lieve  it?  Sach  facts  speak  in  tones  of  tliunder  to 
every  reflecting  mind.  They  can  not  be  gainsay- 
ed  or  denied.  They  have  been  published,  from 
time  to  time,  in  the  journals  of  the  day,  and  no  one 
has  dared  to  dispute  them  . 

If  UniVersalism  is  of  immoral  tendency  it  does 
not  lead  its  votaries  within  the'  walls  of  our  peni¬ 
tentiaries  and  prisons,  there  to  remain  for  the 
crimes  th«^’  may  have  committed .  We  must  j  udge 
of  a  tree  by  its  fruits.  With  this  test,  we  will  al¬ 
low  our  doctrines  to  be  compared  with  any  others 
t^t  find  advocates' among  men.  It  is  true  there 
are  bad  men  who  profess  to  believe  in  Universal- 
ism,  so  there  are  among  every  denomination  in 
Christendom,  those  who  do  not  honor  the  cause 
which  they  espouse.  Even  the  little  band  of  Jesus 
had  its  Judas.  Can  we  wonder  then  that  there  are 
Judases  still? 

But  is  this  evil  conduct  a  result  of  the  influence 
of  Universalism  upon  their  characters  and  lives? 
We  may  as  well  contend  that  Judas  was  led  to  be- 
tray  hU  master,  through  the  influence  of  the  doc¬ 
trines  which  Jesus  taught  him,  as  to  aflirm  that  the 
principles  of  Universalism  caused  these  individuals 
to  follow  the  guilty  road  of  sin  and  misery.  Such 
conduct  can  not  possibly  result  from  the  legitimate 
influence  of  our  faith;  lor  it  is  contrary  to  every 
one  of  its  acknowledged  principles,  it  can  not  be 
made  to  harmonize  with  any  of  the  fundamental 
truths  on  which  our  system  is  founded. 

I  am  well  aware  that  Universalists  are  no  better 
than  they  ought  to  be;  not  as  good  as  their  faith 
demands  they  should  be,  yet  without  exhibiting  a 
boasting  spirit,  we  are  willing  that  the  great  body 
of  Universalists  should  be  compared  with  any  other 
denomination  of  Christians.  If  they  do  not  mani¬ 
fest  as  much  morality  and  virtue ;  exhibit  as  many 
of  the  Christian  graces,  as  any  other  class  of  Chris¬ 
tians,  then  we  are  willing  to  acknowledge  our  er¬ 
ror,  to  stand  convicted  from  our  own  mouths.  Tt 
is  true  we  may  not  find  as  many  of  the  external 
forms  of  religion ;  for  they  are  oflen  a  cloak  meffcly 
to  hide  a  multitude  of  sins.  But  in  genuine  works 
of  charity,  benevolence  and  love,  they  will  not  suf¬ 
fer  in  comparison  with  any  denomination.  Uni¬ 
versalists  never  professed  to  be  righteous  over¬ 
much,  or  entirely  perfect.  This  is  a  state  of  im¬ 
perfection,  and  all,  jierhaps,  have  some  faults;  and 
can  not  this  be  said  of  all  denominations  in  all  ages 
of  the  world?  * 

Of  the  immoral  tendency  of  endless  misery  and 
its  kindred  doctrines,  we  have  sufiicient  evidence ; 
endence  ton  from  those  who  have  been  its  most 
strenuous  defenders.  Look  at  the  career  of  Bur- 
chard,  Dare,  Littlejohn,  N.  E.  Johnson,  E.  K. 
Avery,  and  a  host  of  others  that  might  be  named. 
To  all  these  Universalism  was  a  stench  in  their 
nostrils,  and  their  sad  fate  is  a  warning  to  all  who 
proclaim  against  the  doctrine  that  ‘  there  is  a  God 
tliat  judgeth  in  the  earth,’  and  that  ‘  he  will  by  no 
m'cans  (Hear  the  gpiilty.’  That  this  doctrine  has  an 
immoral  influence  ujwn  yourself  even,  I  want  no 
other  proof  than  the  work  before  me  aflbrds.  The 
morality  of  common  law  would  not  consider  an 
individual  innocent  who  in  every  possible  way  at¬ 
tempts  to  cast  reproach  upon  another,  and  to  stain 
bis  cliaracter  and  blast  his  reputation. 

How  then  docs  such  conduct  appear  when  judg¬ 
ed  by  the  higher  and  purer  morality  of  Christ? — 
Can  it  be  justified?  I  do  not  sec  how. 

Upon  your  whole  book  I  look  as  tlie  work  of  a 
self-conceited  mind,  whose  vanity  has  been  wound¬ 
ed  because  all  witliin  its  reach  would  not  be  con¬ 
trolled  by  its  influence  and  bow  at  its  shrine.
